THE HoVERyMEIfT I'OLICY . 

Tlie decisive majority with wliicli tht; 
liDUsi! aciLipteil tilt- goveniineiit policy is 
l)rouf, if iiiiy wore wanting, that llio 
cuiinlry is in fiivui' of iitrivingat an aiiii- 
«able uiidcialiuiiliiit; with the Dominion 
!;<ivt>rium'iit iipuii all aiilijt'ots lliat havi' 
iijjitatud tho public' mind siiicu ouiitV'.jL'r- 
alion. An atteiuijt has nevef buoii iiiadu 
to sliow thill till! Dmniiiioii ia imt 
a Had dfclini|Uoiit in its doahiigs witli tho 
province. Tho dohiy in tho cuiiiniunoo- 
iiieut of railway coiistructioii under iln; 
i)ri^»inal terms of union was the cliief 
cnuao (if tho first mission to England, tliw 
fruit uf whicli uere the Caniui'vou 'runiiH. 
ThoMU terms wure afce|itfd by tlu' pru- 
vince in the best of faitii; but were virtn- 
nlly rtipinliated by the Dominion Senate 
wh'on in the session i)f ISToit threw out the 
Jbhuid rail V, ay bill. It was not un(il six 
years afterwards thai railway work was 
begun on the mainland, and to this hour 
a blow ban not been struck towards the 
construiitiou uf the Island line. The dry 
dock was commt'iiced mi the credit of the 
combined aubaidiea of the DDUiinioti and 
luiporial j,'overniiiuiita, tho Walkeni- l!ea- 
ven goveriiiiieiit agreeing to supply all 
the eeint'iit reiptircd in construetion. So 
hitle did the l.ite o, ivernnieiit reali:<e the 
rospDiisibihly they liiid assiniuul (indeed, 
in his evidence before tlie drydocU eum- 
mittee Mr. W'alkem eonfes.sed that he 
tinows iis little about (lock hnildiii;^ as he 
of surgury), that they iniauiiied tlie 
twtal uf (560 tons of ceiiiont which they 
had pnrcliased in Enffhind hhs siitlicieiii 
tcj coinidete tlu- entire work. Wliuii.how- 
i:vor, a proper estimate lir.J heiMi luaile it 
wii.s aseortaiiied that in.stt'ad of ti.oO tons 
seWH thvUUfiid ttiai tv<re nei-essii i ij. 'I'ho 
country then saw for the tirst time the 
trenuMidiius linancial burthen which an 
ignurant and incompetent ijiivernmeiit had 
iinposud upon it. Here was an ine.vcii.s- 
able error that amoiiidud in dollars to 
nearly a <iuarter uf a iiiillioti. The uiin- 
Lstry was everywliero denouncod as in 
competent or corrupt, and whde tho pro- 
vince ran;,' with the news of the alarm 
ino di.seoveiy tho ollicial report of i^lr. 
IMis.sioiiary DoCohihos' latest pleasure trip 
lo Kiii;land at the expense of the pru- 
viuee tell like a pall upon tlic country. 
The n'port showed that the iiiiiiiatry had 
brought negotiations with the Dominion 
government to acon>plete dead lock. There 
had been a laineiitabic display of bad 
tom]ior oil the p.utof the province and 
there « .e-; ii" Impe of :i siil isf u'tor)' ml j nst - 
inent. Matters uoio iieeer in so Imd a 
condition ai that peri.pd. Tlie railwiiy 
hinds were rriii"Veil Iroin settleiiionl, the 
Island railway had been eiitriiated to a 
bogu.s Aiiicricatt syndicate and the dry 
dock WHS at a standstill. Is it a subject 
for wonderment that t he count ry at the 
tirat opportunity swept the ooveriiinent 
and their deleoate who were directly ro- 
aponsibhi foo the disiuster- out of |iolitical 
existenci- ! or that tho lioii.se wlien it mot 
udoptiid a policy uf Give and Take, and 
iitjreed by .i volo of 19 to 6 to a compro- 
iiiiao With Canada on a basis uf mutual 
concession? In exehaiioe ioi the cession 
of the lalnnd railway belt, :i,:jiJi),U()0 .icn-s 
of land ill the l\-aeo river ciouitiy which, 
although id great prospective value, in 
the present financial condition of tho pro- 
vince are not aviiilable for sidtlfliu-nt, the 
province seciire.s the imini'ili;ite cun.ltiiie 
tion of the fsbiiid laiUvay, the dry th'cU, 
and tho opi-nini; llo- lailway lands to 
settlenKMit. Then' terms of aettleiiient 
met with the approval of the country aa 
well as the liouae. They have baeii popu- 
larly onduraed as .t means of settlino for- 
ever the points at dispute between the 
two yoviininieiila. and as preseiitiiiL; the 
only practicable methoi-1 by « liich the dry 
dock and lahiiid railway can be carried to 
buccebsfiil coiiipleliuii. The b|)eecli ol Sir 
John i\lacdonalJ at the close of tho late 
session uf tlita Ottawa house showed that 
the Doiiiiiiiun govorniiieiit are prepared 
to carry out the provisions of the bill in 
letter and spirit, 'i'hat wuik iiiidoi- tlio 
bill is not already in prooi^ess is due to 
the fact that the local ;;overiiiiu'iit in 
framing the measure .strove to protect the 
jntorestH of the peoi)le by atipiilatiii!,' that 
the Island railway laiida should be sold at 
$1 per acru and by askint,' fi:r the fiiUeat 
possible L'uaraiilecs lor the const met ion 
of the Island railway. That was very 
creditable; and but for the lateiicas (d tho 
session which prevented e.xplauitiona, it ia 
known now that no hitch wuiild htive oc- 
curred ill the iiej^'oiiations. It iaiiiinecos 
wary to say that the presence of Sir Ah-.s 
iiildor C'am[ibrll iiillie province t"-day 
luia n direel betiriiio on the (piesi ions at 
issue. it is pleiis.int to know that his re 
latious with tlie goveriiment are of a nio.st 
friendly character, and that the best re- 
Bults are atiticipiited. 

THE JUDICIARY.
